ful. It is our desire to visit and 
mingle with, you and to serve you 
to the limit of our facilities and 
energy and we know you are going 
to have a most profitable meeting. 

"The relationship of your as¬ 
sociation and the adult deaf of this 
State with our Deaf School and 
myself personally since I came to 
the School has been one of the 
happiest pleasures of my work. 
You have been most co-operative 
and understanding and your inter¬ 
est in and support of our program 
has done much to help us improve 
our program and today there is no 
finer group of boys and girls any¬ 
where than we have in our School 
for the Deaf. 

“We have all passed through 
some difficult years because of the 
war. The record made by the adult 
deaf of Indiana and in general is 
one of the brightest chapters in 
your group’s history. I have fol¬ 
lowed your heroic service rendered 
in the factories all over this state 
and in other states and you can 
carry your heads high because of 
the remarkable production record 
you made in the support of your 
country and its fighting men and 
women all over the world. Know¬ 
ing the trouble experienced with 
employers generally and their nar¬ 
row attitude toward employing the 
deaf for many years prior to the 
National Emergency, it is too bad 
that it took a horrible thing like 
the last war to convince employers 
generally and to demonstrate the 
true worth of so fine a group of 
people as you are. I trust that 
the gains already made will be 
maintained or even improved in the 
years ahead. You, here in your 
meeting, and through your plan¬ 
ning can and will have a great deal

“We welcome each and every one 
of you—we want you to feel at 
home—we are here to serve you 
and to make your reunion a suc¬ 
cess. We trust you will have 
■enough to eat and a good place to 
sleep and that you will gain much 
from your meetings and the fel¬ 
lowship it will afford. Mr. Wiggers, 
you and your association, our 
friends, all are at home—‘May you 
have the finest reunion you have 
held during' all the years of your 
■association—'We are glad to have 
you and we want to serve you.” 

Mr. Clive D. Breedlove responded 
with a few brief words. 

President Wiggers recounted the 
affairs of the Association since 1930 
with some pride.

His position with the Firestone Co., 
in the personnel department has 
enabled him to do much for the 
employment of the deaf. 

In his talk Mr. Schowe stressed 
the point that it is not always the 
present actions of a deaf person 
that may influence his employment 
chances. Sometimes it is the im¬ 
pression made on the hearing per¬ 
son by a previous contact with a 


deaf person that plays a big part. 
It is often a staunch friend of the 
deaf that can do the deaf individ¬ 
ually and as a whole much good 
without a lot of publicity. It is 
often a quiet hard working deaf 
citizen who makes the good im¬ 
pression that helps some other deaf 
man in some entirely different way. 
Mr. Schowe showed that it is the 
good little things that add up to 
be big things for the deaf.
